With the loss of Otis Red¬ 
ding, America loses a part of 
it’s soul. He was the essence 
of an American musical form 
known as rhythm and blues. 
It is ironic that Volt Records 
released “The History of Otis 
Redding” LP just before his 
untimely death. It. is not only 
his recording history, but it is 
a memorial album now that he 
is gone. 

Just this year. Otis Redding 
was chosen the Number 1 
singer in the world by Brit¬ 
ain's Melody Maker Maga¬ 
zine. It was the first time 
anyone has defeated IClvis-for 
10 years. He tied in this week’s 
Cash Box Poll with James 
Brown and Wilson Pickett as 
the Number 1 R&B artist in 
this country. 

Though I never met him 
personally, I shall miss Otis 
Redding. He brought pleasure 


into the world and, after all.
